B»>at Spun 
Arouiirt Like » Top Until 


"Bowser's" Bead Ached—Time of the 
Descent Two and One-Half Minutes— 
Sari He'll Never Do It Again. 


Buffalo, N. Y., July 10.—Peter Nis- 


sen, the Chicago IJane -who prefers to 
be known as "Mr. Bowser," made a 
successful trip through the rapids and 
whirlpool of Niagara in his -boat, the 
Fool Killer. The experience was'far 
more terrible than he expected, and, 
•while he came out unharmed, he says 
ie will not repeat the trip. "Mr. Bow- 
ser" -wore his ordinary clothes, cov- 
ered -with a cork jacket. A tlght-flt- 
Jng Jersey cap covered his head. He 
was not fastened into the boat, as ho 
•desired a chance to swim for life in 
case the boat should upset and fail to 
right itself. 
"Bowser" went into the 


•Fool Killer at 4 o'clock and was towed 
out into the center of the stream 'by two 
:men 
in a rowboat. He started from 


:near the Schoolkopf mills, close to the 
:iBridal Veil fa.te. Before he got to the 
.beginning of tl"i rapid* he struck an 
•eddy, in which he floated for 
forty 


minutes. He was enabled to set out 
•of the eddy by means of the foot pro- 
pulsion of his boat, and after'he had 
•drifted for half an hour the men in the 
TOW boat went to his rescue again and 
towed him out of the eddy. 


Dangerous Toyage Begins. 


This time he struck the stream all 


Tight 'and in ten seconds- his dangerous 
voyage had begun. Almost at once the 
fcoat pitched into one of the 'big foam- 
topped waves. The 1,250-pound kee 
•went straight in the air as if it were a 
mere stick and the boat executed a 
somersault For an instant boat and 
man were loot in the bowels of the 
•wave. People along the shores and on 
ithe bridges thought -the adventurer had 
rrnet his fate thus early. But presently 
out of the foaxn rose the boat and the 
man. 
That "Bowser" had. not lost 


heart was quickly evidenced. Holding 
to the boat with his left hand, he drew 
off the jersey cap -with his right -hand 
and waved it. A 'great cheer broke 
-from the wutchers ashore. The flight 
of the Fool Killer through ^the rapids 
occupied two and a half minu-tes. Dur- 
ing one-third of that time at least tha 
navigator and his crate were out o£

the Fool Killer would rise from the 
•waters and "Bowser" -would wave his 
•ihat to show he was all right. The pas- 
sage was so ewlft that it as hard to fol- 
low the boat. Whenever it dived'under 
the "waters it came up so far down- 
stream that .one could just catch sight 
of it, when it would disappear once 
more. Having safely run the rapids 
the little craft found itself in the whjrl- 
pool. The impetus of. its journey car- 
ried it right to the vortex of the pool, 
"where it was sucked down quickly, but 
irose at once and again "Bowser" swung 
Jris hat over his head. The whirlpool 
!held him fully forty minutes. Its vor- 
tex changed. For awhil* it would spin 
she boat around like a top until "Bow- 
ser's" head ached. Then it would let 
Mm whirl around in the larger circles. 
Gradually he worked the boat toward 
•the outer rim. .Then three men, fas- 
tened to shore with a rope swam into 
:the river as far as they dared and 
•caught the rope which "Bowser" threw 
to them. They drew him ashore. 


Received With Cheers. 


"Women ran to him to shake hands 


and men cheered him. The navigator 
complained of the cold. The water 
was icy and he was almost paralyzed 
ty his long immersion. "It was worse 
•than I expected," said "Bowser." "I 
•expected ,to be drowned when the boat 
capsized. 
I know I could not have 


swum out. I guess I'll give up the 
scheme to run a line o£ passenger 
toats through the rapids. I meant to 
go through again the 12th, but I've 
changed my niind." The boat was in 
good shape after its voyage. "Bowser" 
Jives 'at 578 Francisco street, Chicago, 
and was a bookkeeper. .He did not get 
a cent for making the trip.

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CHAFFEE AND HIS MEN. 


Noted American Officer's Man- 


ner of Handling His Soldiers. 


OONFIDEKOE THEY PEEL IN HIM. 


An Incident at El Cnnty That De- 


lilctii His Spirit Toward Them—How 
the 
Offlccr 
Who 
AV1H Command 


American Forces In China'Treated 
» Frightened Soldier. 
In the -whole United States nrmy 


there is no officer who possesses to a 
greater degree the confidence- aud re- 
spect of the men that have served un- 
der Jiiui than General ,Adna It. Chaffee, 
now on his way to China to take com- 
mand of the American forces there. It 
is not alone his coolness, judgment and 
absolute fearlessness in action that en- 
dear him'to his men, for these quali- 
ties are so nearly universal among the 
officers of the American army that 
they are taken for granted, but also his 
constant thoughtfulnuss and care for 
his men and his tact in handling them, 
says the Xew York. Sun. After he re- 
turned from service in Cuba the men 
of his division told of an incident 
showing his spirit toward them and 
his possession of that quality so rare 
among soldiers who are themselves 
•without fear, sympathy with a victim 
of panic. 


It was at El Caney. Several compa- 


nies were detailed to dig trenches, and 
the Spanish sharpshooters wore pot- 
ting at them from tree tops and clumps 
of bushes on the hillsides. Presently 


. tlje firing became so severe that the 


meDj were ordered to drop their tools 
and return it. About this time General 
Chaffee came along on foot looking 
over the situation. 
In the bottom of 


one of the trenches he saw a soldier ly- 
ing flat on his face, while the man nest 
to him kicked him In the .intervals of 
firing. As the general walked over he 
heard the kicker address the prostrate 
soldier in a savage whisper: 


"Get up, you blanked fool! 
Here 


- comes old Chaffee. 
If he sees you, 


y.ou're done for." 


"What's the matter with-that man?" 


asked General Chaffee of the speaker. 
"Is he wounded?" 
. "No, sir," said the soldier, saluting. 
The prostrate man made no motion. 


"Sun, then?" asked the general, for 


there were many cases of collapse from 
heat. 


"I don't know, sir," replied the sol- 


dier In embarrassment. 


All this time the bullets were whis- 


tling around, and the soldier h'ad risen 
and was standing at salute. 


•"Don't stand there and expose your- 


self, my man," said General Chaffee 
kindly, although he himself had been 
standing In full range all the time. 
Now he walked over to the groveling 
soldier, took him by the collar and 
hauled him to a sitting posture. 


"AVhat do you mean by lying there?" 


he said sternly. 
"Get up and fight 


•With your company." 


"No; I can't," whined the fellow. 
"Can't," said the general. 
"'Well, 


you're a fine soldier! What business 
have you got here? What's the matter 
with you anywny?" 
. , 
. • • • 


"I'm afraid. That's what's, the mat- 


ter with me/.' said the soldier dogged- 
ly, trying to wrest his collar from the 
grasp of General Chaftee. 


"Beg pardon," said: the man's neigh- 


bor, saluting again. "I think the kid's 
been sicli, sir." 


"That's a charitable thought," said 


the general grimly. 


He twisted his captive about to get a 


good look at him, and his face, which 
had grown set and angry, softened at 
what he saw. 


"How old are you?" he asked. 
"Seventeen," said the soldier. 
"Why, you're nothing but a child," 


cried General Chaffee. "I'd like to get 
hold of the fellow that enlisted you." 


. He stood - thinking for a moment, 
while the boy sniffed. A Spanish bul- 
let sent a little spirt of dirt up from the 
intrenchment not two feet from where 
he stood. 


"Beg pardon, sir. 
They're getting 


your range," said the other soldier. 


. "Hadn't you better lie down, sir?" 


The general paid no attention to the 


warning, but shifted his hand from the 
collar to the shoulder of his captive. 


"Now, see here," said he kindly. 


"Son can't help being frightened, I 
suppose. 
But there isn't nearly so

You just pick up your gun ,and take 
your position and fight, and I'll staud 
here by you till yon get used to it." 


Shaking like a leaf, the boy seized 


his gun aud fired a shot almost straight

"That's a little high," said his: in- 


structor. "Try it lower and take a lit- 
tie more time to aim. There's a Span- 
iard in that green thicket straight in 
front of you, I think." 


After throe or four shots the young 


'soldier got his nerve, stopped trem- 
bling and began to shoot with some ac- 
curacy and judgment. 


"That's better," said General Chaffee 


as he moved away. "Stay there and 
do your best." 


Nine officers out of ten would have 


sent the youngster to the rear in dis- 
grace and ruined his army career. Gen- 
eral Chaffee's method was the better 
in every way. The boy fought like a 
Teteran through the afternoon, and 
when the order came to withdraw he 
had to be dragged away by his com- 
panions, though he had been fighting 
for more than an hour with a bullet 
wound in his shoulder. He said that 
General Chaffee had told him to stay 
there, and he was going to stay. The 
•wound was a trifling one, and before 
the campaign was over the boy had the 
reputation of" being one of the best sol- 
diers In his company. He is now a 
corporal and is serving In the Philip- 
pines.
